WASHINGTON (NC)—A socio- 
logist’s study that seems to say 


Catholics and Baptists have lower IQs 
than their Episcopal, Congregation- 
al, and Presbyterian counterparts 
has stirred up a controversy over its 
validity and treatment by the media. 

The author, Zena Smith Blau, a 
University of Houston professor, has

claimed that her work has been mis- 
interpreted and her words misquoted 
by the media and her own university’s 
press office. 


MS. BLAU 
record in different sessions with 
reporters both that religion is. not 
really a great influence on intellectual 
competence and that it does have 
some bearing. 


Catholic children in _ parochial 
schools were excluded from _ the 
surveys that led to the conclusions. 
Hispanic and Oriental children were 
not studied, but blacks and whites 
were, and the data is now 13 years 
old. 

The study was undertaken to 
counter the arguments of a Harvard 
educational psychologist, 
Jensen, who wrote that blacks are 
intellectually inferior to whites, but it 
has raised the question of religious 
bias instead. 

“THIS IS RACISM without the 
genetic factor,’’ said Michael 
Schwartz, public affairs director of the 
Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights. ‘‘(Ms.) Blau set out to 
contradict Arthur Jensen: ..and she’s 
turned around and done the same 
thing to Baptists and Catholics.”’ 


Ms. Blau’s theories are discussed in 
a new book, Black Children, White 
Children: eee Socialization and 
Structure.

Acted properly in. 
firing of doctor

SAN: DIEGO—Dr. Patrick 
Marmion, the Mercy Hospital 
resident who claimed he was fired 
from the Catholic hospital because of 
his outspoken views on abortion, 
failed to convince Superior Court 
Judge Jack R. Levitt that he should 
be reinstated to complete his 
residency. : 

In finding for Mercy, the judge 
upheld the hospital’s claim that 
Marmion was discharged because of 
his ‘‘inability to function within the 
structure’? of Mercy’s_ obstetrics- 
gynecological service. 


MARMION attracted much atten- 
tion earlier in the year when he 
charged both Mercy Hospital and 
Bishop Leo T. Maher with looking 
the other way when it was recom- 
mended by the medical board, which 
does have doctors who do perform 
abortions at hospitals other than 
Mercy, that he be fired for violation of 
hospital guidelines and insubordin- 
ation. 


Marmion: insisted that the real 
reason for his discharge was his anti- 
abortion advocacy, while. Mercy _ 
claimed that his stand against 
abortion had nothing to do with his 
termination only 10 weeks before the 
completion of his residency. 


In finding for Mercy and against 
Marmion, who enlisted the support of 
many pro-life activists, the judge 
ruled that there was- sufficient 
evidence to support the doctor’s 
termination .on administrative 
grounds, something he had been 
warned of before. 


BOTH MERCY Hospital and 
Bishop Maher received much 
unfavorable. publicity, including 
public charges by Marmion and his 
supporters that Mercy was staffed by 
pro-abortionists and that the Catholic 
institution was condoning abortions.

VATICAN CITY (NC)— Pope 
John Paul II was rehospitalized June 
20 because of pleurisy in his right lung 
accompanied by Sage eres high 
fevers. 


Late June 22 the Vatican press 


spokesman, Father Romeo Panciroli, 


delivered an oral communique saying 
the fever was dropping and the pope’s 

‘health was improving again. The 
pope, 61, was suffering from a 
‘“‘pleuro-pulmonary infection,’’ the 
spokesman added.

CHRUCH ROLE CITED— Divorced and 
separated Catholics have an important role in the 
Church—to be healers, said Archbishop Rembert 
G. Weakland of Milwaukee, who commissioned 
them to. take up that ministry of healing. Because 
they have suffered, divorced and separated Catholics 
have gained a tool to enter into the sufferings of 
others, he said. 


BACK SOCIAL PROJECTS— As Roman 
voters prepared to choose a mayor and 80 City 
Council members, the Vicariate of Rome called on 
Catholics to participate fully in the political: process 
and to back social projects ‘‘founded on real needs 
and common values.’’ The vicariate issued a long 
document ‘‘in anticipation of important events for 
the civil and administrative life of our city.”’ 


RESPECT HUMAN RIGHTS — Human rights 
must be respected and not limited if a country is to 
have national security, according to Cardinal 
Stephen Kim Sou Hwan of Seoul, South Korea. He 
said this is one of the key themes he discusses with 
South Korean officials, who are often ‘‘difficult to 
convince.’’ He also said he favors continued U.S. 
military aid to his country. 


PRIEST STILL MISSING — Jesuit Father Luis 
Eduardo Pellecer, 35, has been missing since his 
June 9 abduction by six armed men near his 
residence. The Jesuit provincial office for Central 
America in Guatemala City said in a_ protest 
statement that exhaustive inquiries with police and 
military authorities about the priest were met with 
persistent denials of any knowledge of his 
whereabouts. 


ABORTION LINK DENIED — The chief legal 
adviser for the U.S. bishops has strongly denied 
allegations that he has allied himself with abortion 
rights groups for questioning the constitutionality of 
the proposed human life bill. Wilfred R. Caron, 
- general counsel for the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
made the denial in response to a letter from Rep. 


Henry J. Hyde (R-Ill.) accusing Caron of opposing — 


the bill and being ‘‘in the company”’ of groups like 
the National Abortion Rights Action League.

BASE REFORMS ON TRUTH— Efforts to 
seek renewal and: democratic reforms in Polish 
society must be based on truth, said Auxiliary 
Bishop Bronislaw Dabrowski of Warsaw. Bishop 
Dabrowski led about 25,000 people through Warsaw 
in a procession marking the feast of Corpus Christi, 
celebrated in Poland as a religious and national 
holiday.

Focolare: Renewal on the move 


SAN DIEGO—Although most 
American Catholics have never even 
heard of it, it is one. of the fastest 
growing renewal movements in the 
Roman Catholic Church, in numbers 
ranking with Opus Dei, Charismatic 


Renewal,’ Marriage Encounter and 
Cursillo. 
It is. called Focolare—from the 


Italian word meaning hearth—and 
since its inception in wartime Italy by 
Chiara Lubich it has enjoyed the’ 
strong support of the popes as it seeks 
to deepen family prayer and spiritual 
life. 


ON MAY 3, Pope John Paul II 


John Yzaquirre (1.), Flavio Pedroni 


‘addressed 25,000 members of 
Focolare who had come to Rome from 


‘all over the world, and warmly 
endorsed the movement’s linkage of 
love, marriage and children. 


But despite Focolare’s “heavy 
emphasis on the value of Christian 


family life, some of its members do © 


make solemn vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience and live a 


sets community life, while other members 
are either clergy or Religious. 


For the most part, however, 
Focolare’ s members are Catholics 
‘who live their lives in the world but 
who want to deepen their own 


presence of Jesus Christ in our midst, 
a presence which. gives light and 
warmth to the world,’’ said John 
Yzaquirre, hence the meaning of the 
movement’s name. 

A BASQUE from Spain, Yzaquirre 
is assigned to the Focolare center in 
Los Angeles, and was in San Diego 
recently along with co-worker Flavio 
Pedroni of Brazil to meet with a 
number of people here who are 
interested in the Focolare movement. 

Although it is primarily a lay 
now operating in 146 
countries, explained Yzaquirre, 
‘‘Focolare always contacts the local 
bishop, making ourselves available to 
him so that we may be of service to the 
local Church.’’ 

‘And although some Focolare 
members return to a communal life 
after pursuing their own secular 
professions—Yzaquirre is a 
psychologist, Pedroni an en- 
gineer—most members gather on a 
monthly basis to pray together and 
share their ‘‘word of life’’—a 
‘sentence chosen from the Gospels 
each month and which serves as 
something each member lives during 
that month. 

WHY IS Focolare attracting so 
many people in the Church today, 
especially the married and the young? 


‘*It is the presence of Jesus in our 
midst,’’-explained Yzaquirre. ‘‘He is 
God, He is present when we love one 
another. Chiara never planned a

that we have listened to the Word of 
God. We really have no publicity, but 
our best witness is the love we have 
for one another. Our example is Jesus 
Christ crucified...just think how 
much suffering is transformed by 
love.

Most weekends finds Yzaquirre 
and Pedroni on the road, travelling 
from California to 
Washington to Nevada and Arizona, 
keeping small Focolare communities 
in touch with each other and estab- 
lishing new ones. 


RENEWAL IS _ ultimately a 
function of infusing a new spirituality. 
into all levels of the Church, both 
believe, a spirituality aimed at all 
vocations in the Church, and not just 
those of the clergy and Religious. 

One of the most important 
activities within Focolare is their 
week-long. summer gatherings, the 
Mariapolis, literally the City of Mary, 
where all work together to build a 
‘spiritual City of Mary through 


mutual love and shared Gospel 
experiences, according to 
Yzaquirre.

St. Kieran’s looks to the future 


EL CAJON—The sounds of bull- 
dozers and the sight of mud—lots of 
it—have invaded St. Kieran parish 


here, but they are welcome additions - 


to Msgr. John Campion, the pastor. 


The parish has been housed in 
‘‘temporary’’ quarters for the past 23 
years, and with the silver anniversary 


‘not too far away, St. Kieran’s is now 


in the second phase of a four-part 
program to upgrade and complete the 
physical plant for present and future 
generations. 


THE FIRST phase of ‘‘CUP’’—a 
Campaign to Update the Parish — has 
already resulted in the transformation 
of an alley into a brand new street 
leading from Greenfield Drive to the 
church property, and the city of El 


Cajon has named it St. Kieran’s 
Way. 
And now that phase two is . 


underway, the heavy equipment now 
rumbling through the parish is trans- 
forming three open acres into future 
parking lots and landscaped play 
areas for children, with all utilities to 
be relocated underground. 


And within the next two years or 
so, explained Msgr. Charles Popell, 
associate pastor, it is planned that 
additions to St. Kieran’s will include 
a.new church. building. The 
parish. currently worships in a 
multipurpose building which, it is 
hoped, will then revert to its originally 
planned use of education and other 
functions.

But the outside 
contributions have been donations of 
equipment, labor and construction 
materials, often below their actual 
cost, said Terrence R. Caster, who is 
chairman of the CUP committee. 


“Our goal is to have the nicest 


- looking and most active parish i in the 


diocese,’’ he said, ‘‘and I think we'll 
do it.”’ 


OTHERS actively valved 3 in the 
CUP campaign include. Charles 
Breese, president of the parish 
council, and Clarence Harris, parish 
administrator,. noted. Msgr. 
Campion. 


It’s the hope of the parish staff and 
the CUP committee that by the time 
celebrates its 25th 
anniversary, all four phases of the 
master plan, including construction 
and financing, will have been 


. realized. 


‘‘We’re two-thirds of the way oe 
in term of pledges, and we'll: be 
looking at designs for the new church 
building within 90. days,’’ said Msgr. 
Popell.. ‘‘And we’re confident well 
reach our goal.’’

Violence begets violence 


Twice before, I have made my position on guns clear, 
and the violence uncontrolled use of them brings. 


However, we all know violence in society doesn’t only 
come from the barrel of a gun. The bullet is the end, not 
the beginning, of a mentality of violence that begins in the 
subtle degradation of the human person and eventually 
culminates in violent attacks on men and women whose 
worth and dignity have already been destroyed. 


Also, it seems evident that violence feeds upon reports of 
violence. Apparently, the Atlanta murders are the work of 
several killers—one imitating the other. 


Young people see professional athletes attack each other 
on the playing field or court without regard for 
sportsmanship, so they subtly begin to add cruelty and 
revenge to the qualities they see as important in their role 
models. 


Newspapers speak of ‘‘senseless’’ killings—as though 
other killings could be considered rational. 


So prevalent is the fear of violence that responsible 
government officials call for more violence as a response. 
Recently, a mid-western state representative suggested 
““We need public executions.’’ (Makes one think of the 
antics which go on in Iran.) Another official said, ‘‘Cut off 
their hands.”’ 


How different the voice of Christ: ‘‘Turn the other 
cheek, forgive seventy times seven times.’’ And how 
different the voice of the vicar of Christ who, with his 
life still in jeopardy, prayed for and expressed 
forgiveness for his would-be killer. 


Violence cannot be stopped by violence, but only by the 
power of love. The cult of violence must be stopped, in its 
beginnings. And this can only be accomplished when the 

spirit of the nation is one of compassion and 
understanding: 


Even in seemingly unrelated national policies, a lack of 
respect for the individual and his or her rights can seduce 
us into the acceptance of violence. For instance, abortion 
kills not only a child; it kills another cell of compassion in 
the body politic. 

And the recent action of the United States — standing 
alone among the major nations of the world to oppose 
the World Health Organization’s proposal for 


voluntary restrictions on the advertising of infant 


formula feeding in the Third World, when death of the 
child is almost assured, also helps to lessen respect for 
the individual. 


The Reagan administration might well point to 
technicalities of law, and its own commitment to less 
government control, to justify its action — but in preferring 
these technicalities to what the rest of the civilized world 
considers a danger to innocent children, the administration 
says something about the value of the individual which we 
can only hope and pray it does not really mean. 


A nation and a world so plagued with violence, as ours 
_ is, cannot blame the results on insanity or even on evil. We 
must look to ourselves to determine how the cult of violence 
can be erased fromi our own lives. It is in the ‘‘I’’ and not 
‘‘they’’ where the end of violence in our world begins to 
grow. 
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‘No’ to block grants 


The administration’s attempt to 
reorganize many existing social and 
health programs into block grants is 
directly related to the attempt to do 
away with automatic cost of living 
adjustments for the poor, elderly, 
blind, disabled, and children of needy 
families, which is a high priority issue 
to the California Conference of 
Catholic Charities Directors. 


The cost of living battle was waged 
in order to give these persons a cost of 
living increase which would help meet 
the inflationary prices of our times 
and also in order to protect those 
services and programs which address 
the needs of the poor. 


The battle against block grants is 
waged with the same people and 
services in mind. Block grants do not 
generally target the truly needy. Block 
grants do not usually reflect social or 
service needs. The lack of specificity 
in the block grant proposal will effec- 
tively eliminate and/or cut services 


~ which were meant to meet the needs 


of special groups of people. 


Historically, programs to meet 
health and social needs were 
developed precisely when it became 
evident that local and state officials 
were not addressing them. The 
current block grant proposal will once 
more leave funds vulnerable to being 


‘used by local governments to cover 


administrative costs and unplanned 


expenses rather than for the 
development of progrants and 
services.

Have you ever heard of Paray-de-Monial? It is the site of 
an old convent in France. 


Over 300 years ago a young woman knocked on the door 
of this convent and asked to become a Sister of the 
Visitation. She was accepted and became known to her 
Sisters as Sister Margaret Mary. 


Faithful to her call, she loved her routine life of work and 
prayer. The years passed quickly.

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NEW EVIDENCE — Three-dimensional computer analysis of photos of the 
Shroud of Turin have revealed what Father Francis L. Filas of Loyola 
University says are projecting images of a Roman coin over the right eye, 
circled at left. Center photo shows projecting images of the coin against the 
weave of the cloth, while the picture on the right shows a similar coin dating 
from the rule of Pontius Pilate in Judea. It was common to place coins over 
the eyes of the deceased in biblical times. 


New evidence found in Shroud photos 


CHICAGO .(NC)—A_ Chicago 
priest who said he has identified 
imprints of a Pontius Pilate coin on 
photographs of the Shroud of Turin 
has released the results of a computer- 
ized image analysis which he believes 
confirms the identification. 


Jesuit Father Francis L. Filas, 
professor of theology at Loyola 
University of Chicago, discovered 
what he says is a tiny astrologer’s staff 
and four Greek letters of the name 
““Tiberius Caesar’’ in an area over 
the right eye of the image of the man 
of the shroud. 


AN OVERLAND, Kan., firm, 
Log E-Interpretations Systems, 
successfully demonstrated the three- 
dimensional quality of the imprints, 
pointing to a three-dimensional coin 
source for the markings on the 
shroud, Father Filas said. 


“‘This new image analysis not only 
confirmed the existence of a Pontius 
Pilate coin on the right eye, but it 
added further information concerning 
a coin on the left eye,’” the priest said. 
““The outlines of such a coin on the 
left eye-can now be determined quite 
accurately.”’ 

The Shroud of Turin is a strip of 
linen, now kept in Turin, Italy, which 
bears the imprints of a crucified man 
and has been honored for centuries as 


the burial cloth of Jesus Christ. The © 


marks are believed to have resulted 
from coins which were placed on the 


eyes to keep them closed in death. 


A LINK BETWEEN Pontius 
Pilate and the shroud would help date 
the shroud to Palestine at the time of 
the death of Christ. 


At. least 24 coincidences of 
dimensions, locations, selection, 
order, and angles fitted only a coin 
issued by Pontius Pilate between 29 
and 32 A.D., according to Father 
Filas. He said mathematical probabil- 
ities practically eliminated any chance 
that the coin markings might have 
occurred on the cloth of the shroud by 
accident. 


The existence of the markings on 
the eyes of the man of the shroud was 
first noticed in the mid-1970s, when 
three scientists found that com- 
puterized image analysis revealed 
button-like projections over the right 
and left eyes. At the same time, 
Father Filas independently worked on 
the theory that highly enlarged and 
high-contrast. photographs might 
reveal further detail because the high 
contrast would have washed out the 
interfering weave pattern without 


‘destroying the markings encoded on 


the cloth. as 


The shroud was on display in Turin 
for six weeks in 1978, at which time a 
team of 36 scientists conducted tests to 
determine its authenticity. The photo- 
graphs used by Father Filas are not 
those from the 1978 tests, but are 
from 1931 photos.

around is neither authorized nor 
trustworthy.’’ 


The setback is likely to delay a 
second operation which the pope must 
undergo to reverse an_ intestinal 
bypass and makes it far less likely that 
he will make @ trip to Lourdes, 

~ France, near the end of July as he had 
planned before the assassination 
attempt. 

At noon Sunday nearly 10,000 
people, many of them tourists who 
were unaware the pope had been 
rehospitalized the night before, 
gathered in St. Peter’s Square for the 
traditional noon Angelus with the 


pope. 


THEY HEARD a brief message 
recorded by the pope Saturday morn- 
ing. His voice, low and flat. with 
barely any inflection, sounded weaker 
than it had in any of his recorded or 
live public talks since he was shot. 


Speaking of the feast of Corpus 
Christi being celebrated that day in 
Italy, the recorded papal message 
said, ‘‘There is no community of 
Catholics that does not gather with 
joyous adoration around the sacra- 
ment of the altar on the solemnity of 
Corpus Christi.’’ 


He also took the occasion to praise 
Mary, ‘‘who for nine months guarded 
under her heart the divine word made 
flesh for our salvation.’’ ¢ 


OBSERVERS and Vatican sources 
dated the beginning of the pope’s 
setback: to overexertion June 6-7, just 
the third and fourth days after he was 


- released from the hospital and allowed 


to return-to his Vatican apartments. 

On June 6, in preparation for 
Pentecost observances the next day, 
to which he had invited bishops from 
around the world, the pope recorded 
two lengthy speeches and a short one, 
totalling more than an hour of public 
speaking. see 

The next day he appeared in person 
at the back balcony of St. Peter’s 
Basilica and spoke five minutes before 
giving the blessing concluding a Mass 
concelebrated by the gathered 
bishops. 

A SOURCE who was near the pope 
as he left the balcony said later that 
the pontiff almost literally collapsed 


into a waiting wheelchair as soon as 


he was out of public view. 

But 20 minutes later the pope 
reappeared at the study window of his 
apartments overlooking St. Peter’s 
Square to lead the Sunday Angelus in 
person and give his blessing.

such variables as parents’ educational 


attainments, economic class, child- 
rearing methods, whether the mother 
worked outside the home, and 
religion. The press picked up on the 
religion factor, one reporter said, 
because it was something not dis- 
cussed in Jensen’s earlier work. 


RESEARCH DATA was gathered 
in public schools in Chicago and two 
of its suburbs. 


At a press conference in Houston, 
Ms. Blau said that media reports on 
her findings were ‘‘too simplified, 
because you can also explain the 
differences (in the religion statistics) 
by the fact that religious groups are 
related to socio-economic brackets.”’ 


‘““RELIGION DOES not have a 
direct effect,’’ she emphasized at the 
Houston press conference. Her book, 
however, indicates an influence by 
religion, if not necessarily a direct 
one. It says, ‘‘Other work examining 
the effects of religion of parents’. 


educational expectations for their 
children...and on need 
achievement...indicate that while 


religion is confounded with socio- 
economic differences, it exerts some 
significant independent effects.’’ 


SHE TOLD AN Albany, N.Y., 
newspaper that ‘‘after you adjust for 
socio-economic factors, Baptists and 
Catholics still are lower in IQ than 
Jews and high Protestants, such as 
Episcopalians, Presbyterians, and 
Congregationalists.’’ 


Ms. Blau also attributed differences 


in intellectual development between 
Catholics. and Baptists and other 
Christians to the- formers’ more 
frequent use of physical means — such 
as spankings—to control children’s 
behavior.

Michael Schwartz, director of 
public affairs for the Catholic League, 
termed Ms. Blau’s study ‘‘rank 
bigotry.” 

THE LEAGUE expressed worries 
that Ms. Blau’s theories could be used 
to discriminate against Catholics, 
especially-in admission to and hiring 
by prestigious universities. 


Schwartz said the Blau analysis is 
similar to that of a 1930s researcher, _ 
Norman Hines, who speculated that . 
‘Catholic stocks’’ were genetically 
inferior to Protestant and that. 


“someday someone would_ probably 


corroborate his belief: ‘‘Hines would, 
no doubt, be delighted with the 
affirmative answer (Ms.) Blau has 
provided for his bigoted rantings,’’ 
Schwartz said. 


‘“‘Nonetheless, this“kind of preju- 
dicial thinking remains despicable, 
whether or -not it finds support in 
pseudoscientific theories. Intellectual 
ability is no more dependént on the 
church one’s mother attended than on 
the color of one’s skin, and sugges- 
tions to the contrary are as dangerous 
as they are foolish.’’

They sure need the gifts of the Holy Spirit 


Christ was not exactly popular with the 
government of Israel of His day—neither the 
local government nor the colonial government 
from Rome. And down through the ages of 
Christianity. the’ unpopularity of Christ's 
message has brought hazards to those who 
teach and preach it because it is a challenge 
and contradiction, to the world. 

St. Francis of Assisi was a challenge and a 
contradiction to the world of his day. 

_ St. Ignatius Loyola, founder of the Jesuits, 
was a challenge to his own times. 

Father Damien of Hawaii was a contra- 
diction to the world which cast lepers aside as 
unclean and untouchable. 

Mother Teresa of Calcutta is a challenge 
and a contradiction to our world of today. 

Thus it is with those who bear Christ's 
message as missionaries, spreading the 

- Gospel of love rather than hate, of help rather 
than hinder. 


So it is not surprising that Catholic. 


missionaries are not popular in some parts of 
the world today and governments sometimes 
ban their entry. Among the most recent cases 
is the banning of any more Maryknoll and 
Jesuit missionaries by Honduras, in Central

Throughout Central America missionaries 
are experiencing problems in their efforts to 
help the downtrodden, to succor the needy 
and to give strength to the weak. It is a very 
complex and difficult situation. There are in

Honduras at present some 45 American 
Jesuits, six Spanish Jesuits and three 
Maryknoll priests from the U.S.; and the 
government is not too happy with them. 

Father John Willmering, Jesuit superior, 
says: “True, we favor social change in 
Honduras, but by peaceful means, never by 
the use of violence.” He admits the - 
government and military ‘‘are very tense’ 
about missionaries. ‘ 


There is a fine and delicate line to be drawn 
between advancing ideas of social change and 
becoming directly involved in anti-government 
activities. Missionaries have constantly to be 
on their guard, as was Christ when challenged 
on political issues of His day. 


Perhaps more than most of us, missionaries 
have to call on the gifts of the Holy Spirit to 
carry them through.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Killing a 
fetus afflicted with Down’s syndrome, 
even though the procedure may have 
saved the life of its healthy twin, has 
been called morally irresponsible by 
pro-life leaders in Washington. 


According to a report in the June 18 
issue of The New England Journal of 
Medicine, doctors determined through 
amniocentesis that while a 40-year- 
old pregnant woman had one fetus 
developing normally, the: other was 


afflicted with Down’s syndrome, a 
chromosomal abnormality causing 
mongoloid features and moderate to | 


severe mental retardation. 


THE UNIDENTIFIED woman, 
informed of a case in Sweden in which 
“selective termination of an abnormal 
twin’’ was successfully performed, 
asked that she be given a similar 


_ procedure. According to the report, if 


it had been refused she would have 


. aborted both fetuses. 


Doctors performed the procedure at 
20 weeks gestation by inserting a 
needle into the abnormal fetus’ heart 
and withdrawing about half the blood 
of the fetus. At 40 weeks a healthy 
baby boy was delivered, followed by 
delivery of a non-living fragment of 
tissue which had been the abnormal 
fetus.

Doctors kill abnormal 
fetus to ‘save’ the twin | 


Father Edward M. Bryce, director 
of the U.S. bishops’ Office for Pro- 
Life Activities, lamented in a 
statement that science had not been 
used instead to ameliorate the 
abnormal fetus’ handicap. 


“THIS PROCEDURE highlights 
the ambivalence of technical progress 
in our society,’’ said Father Bryce. 
He noted that a few weeks earlier the 


same medical journal had carried a 
_ report of a new treatment for hydro- 


cephaly in which a needle was 
inserted in a mother’s womb to drain 
off excess fluid from her unborn 
child’s skull. sae é 

““Now the same technology has 
been used, not to.cure, but to kill,’’ he 
said. 


While the physicians may have 


‘seen themselves as saving the other 


twin’s life, ‘‘the fact remains that 
their own actions were not life-saving 


- but life-destroying, and that they have 


arrogated to themselves the right to 
decide which children are to live and 
which are to die,’’ Father Bryce said. 


DR. JOHN C. WILLKE, pres- 
ident of the National Right to Life 
Committee, asked how _ physicians 
could turn away from curing illness to 
what he called ‘‘exterminative 
medicine.”’ 


“This was an innocent living 
human baby whose only fault was 
that he wasn’t as perfect as someone 
wanted him to be,”’ said Willke. He 
said the procedure showed an ‘‘elitist 
mentality’? which says .in_ effect, 
“‘Look, little guy, you just don’t 
measure. up to our standards of 
physical and mental perfection and so 
we don’t have any room for you in 
this world of ours.’’ 

The report in the medical journal, 
authored by Drs. Thomas D. Kerenyi 
and Usha Chitkara, both of the Mt. 
Sinai School of Medicine ‘in New 


- York, conceded that the three-to-four- 
“week gap between detection of the 


abnormality and the procedure itself 
left open the possibility that the wrong 
fetus might have been killed. 


THE. DOCTORS said in the 
present case the mother felt that the 
presence of an. abnormal twin would 
be an “‘unhealthy experience”’ for the 
normal one. She also felt she ‘‘could 
not face the burden of caring for an 
abnormal child for the rest ~of her 
iife.22 


Abortion not an issue in firing. 
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over,’’ said Holy Spirit Sister Mary 
Jo Anderson, assistant administrator 
at Mercy. ‘‘The court clearly 
specified that there was no discrim- 
inatory action against Dr. Marmion 
on the part of Mercy Hospital.’’ 


‘“MERCY Hospital in no way, 
formally or informally, cooperates 
with any physican in the performance 
of abortions,’’ said Bishop Maher last 
March, when Dr. Marmion filed his 
legal action against the hospital. The 
bishop condemned the killing of the 
unborn as immoral and a ‘‘most 
hideous evil,’’ and said the presence 
of doctors engaged in outside abortion 
activities on Mercy’s staff was an 
‘“‘embarrassment to a Catholic 
hospital,’’ but something the hospital 
could do nothing about under the law. 


“The decree of the judge upholding 
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the decision to dismiss Dr. Patrick 
Marmion from his position at Mercy 
Hospital verifies the facts that we had 
when I was asked to intercede on his 
behalf: that there was no injustice 
involved in his dismissal, nor was the 
abortion issue a factor,’’ said Bishop 
Maher after the deicsion was handed 
down. ‘‘I am pleased to note that the 
decree bears this out.’’ 

Bishop ‘Maher added that the 
abortion issue ‘‘was only a camou- 
flage and those who were so easily 
brainwashed and had such tunnel- . 
vision that could not see the true light 
should not only be embarrassed but 
should be most’ apologetic for not 
knowing the facts.”’

The average Catholic in June of 
1956 may have heard about Pope-Pius 
XII’s new Sacred Heart encyclical 
from the pulpit or read about it in the 
diocesan or local newspaper or in 
some Catholic magazine. This year 
marks the 25th anniversary of this 
encyclical. — 


The encyclical, eat issued on 
May 15, 1956, soon appeared in 
several English translations. It soon 
became known by the first two Latin 
words of the text, Haurvetis 
aquas—‘‘You shall draw waters 
joyfully out of the Savior’s fountains’’

teacher of the theological meaning 
and importance of the devotion to the 
Heart of Jesus. Since the English 
translations take between 38 and 45 
pages of print, one can only highlight 
a few of the points made by this 
scholarly and saintly pope. What, 
then, is the message of the encyclical 
‘and what value does it have today? 


Essence, purpose 
of the devotion 


First, Pope Pius XII wished to 


clearly teach what was the essence. 
_and purpose of the 


devotion. 
Theologians had long meditated on 
the richness of the meaning of Christ’s 
heart.and came up with a variety of 
‘“formal’’ and ‘‘material’’ objects. 
The pope expressly taught that the 
essence of the devotion was the love of 
the Person of the Word made flesh, 
seen in the totality of His human and 


divine love, with His physical heart 


used as a natural symbol of that love. 
The purpose of the devotion was to 
help us respond to God’s love by 


loving Him with our whole being and 


‘Joving our neighbor as He loved us. 

The pope wrote of the ‘‘threefold 
‘love’ of Christ: (1) His divine love 
which He shares with the Father and 
the Holy Spirit and their love for us; 
(2) His human - spiritual 
love —infused charity, which God 

-also gives to us; and (3) His human 
emotional love A wie we, too, 
have. 

‘THE HEART of Jesus 1 is honored, 
«then, as a natural sign of the divine 
and human love of the God-Man, 
Jesus. 

Because the heart reacts naturally 
to movements of love within and for 


Sacred Heart encyclical’s 25th 


us, it is widely accepted as a natural 
symbol of love. A traffic sign is a 
conventional symbol; people agreed 
to use it as a sign of danger, but they 
could have.agreed on something else. 
The heart, like smoke—which is a 
natural symbol of fire—has_ its 
meaning automatically, as it were. 

Since people speak of loving ‘with 
all my heart,’’ it is beautiful that we 
have a devotion to the love of Christ 
in which we love Him ‘‘with all my 
heart,’ and He loves us. with the 
human and divine love of all His 
heart. 


Devotion rests on 
solid foundation 


Second, Pope Pius XII knew that 
most people of his time probably 
practiced the devotion as a result of 
the apparitions made by Christ to St. 
Margaret Mary Alacoque and with 
the form derived from them— First 
Fridays, Holy, Hours, honoring the 
image of the. Sacred Heart, 
reparation, and.so on. Legitimate as 
this was and is, the best foundation 
for this devotion—and used by so 
many saints and theologians— was 
the scriptural and theological reasons 
underlying it. 

In our day, when Scripture is so 
much a part of the liturgy and 
ordinary life, this point is particularly 
appealing. In fact,’most of the articles 
and books on the Sacred Heart since 
this encyclical stress this point. 

POPE PIUS presented, in outline 
fashion the many examples which 
prove that.God’s relationship with us 
is primarily one of love. 


He proved this by quoting God’s 
command to love him with our whole 


being and our neighbor as ourselves; 


by recalling the covenant concept; 
and by reviewing some of the love 
images found in the prophets— 
Hosea, Isaiah; Jeremiah — and in the 
Song of Songs. In the New Test- 
ament, this message os very clear, 
especially in the loving and obedient 
death of Christ on Calvary. 


To the scriptural foundation, one 


should add the theological. The pope : 


showed that this devotion is connected 
with many of the essential truths of 
our faith: the Incarnation, the union 
of the divinity with the humanity in 
the God-man—the ‘‘hypostatic 
union’’ in theological terms, the 


Redemption by which He saved and: 


sanctified us, and His role as 
Mediator between us and God. In this 
part, the pope frequently quoted 
many of the early writers—the 
Fathers of the Church. He invited 
scholars to research along these lines. 


Third, the pope briefly traced the 
development of the devotion by 
recalling many of the saintly people 
who practiced and wrote on it. He 
mentioned St. Bonaventure, St. 
Albert the Great, St. Gertrude, St. 
Catherine, Blessed Henry Suso, St. 
Peter Canisius, St. Francis de Sales, 
Blessed Claude le Colombiere and St. 
John Eudes. St. John Eudes strongly 
promoted a liturgical’ feast of the 
Sacred Heart, wrote the first Office 
and Mass for the feast, and founded 
the Congregation of Jesus and Mary 


and the Sisters of Our Lady of 


Charity, both of which have members 
serving in the Diocese of San Diego. 


Many of them gave a form to the 
devotion at their time. Then, Pope 
Pius XII recognized St. Margaret 
Mary for the form she gave the 
devotion in recent times and the fact

promoted a_ widescale 
popular devotion to the Sacred Heart. 

Yet, the pope reminded the faithful 
that external practices are not the essence 
of the devotion, useful as they are in 
practicing it. He insisted that ‘one 
must constantly come back to the 
essence of it—responding to God’s 
love in Christ, letting it overflow into 
love of neighbor, and ever inspiring it 
by the Heart of Jesus. 

The pope also reminded the faithful 
that the greatest gifts of Christ’s 
Heart are: the Eucharist, the 
priesthood, and his own 
Mother—who should be honored 
with the title of the Immaculate Heart 
of Mary. 


Immediate effect 
of the encyclical 
The immediate response to this

In 
a personal survey, I found over 200 of 
them in English-language periodicals.

The Four Seasons

‘I went to see The Four Seasons 
recently, and this is an enjoyable 
movie for adults. Written and 
directed by Alan Alda—whom we 
all know as Hawkeye Pierce on 
M*A*S*H, the movie has some good 


laughs, while treating a_ serious 
subject. 
Set against a background of 


changing ‘seasons, to some - lovely 
music by Vivaldi, it seeks to portray 
the progressive stages of friendship 
among three middle-aged couples. 


WHEN THE FILM opens, it is 
spring and the couples have been 
friends for seven years. 

On a walk in the woods for firewood 
during a weekend at one couple’s 
place in the country, Len Cariou 
discloses to his friend, Alan Alda, that 
he’s about to divorce his wife, played 
by Sandy Dennis. It seems she bores 
him, that she has never had a stimu- 
lating thought, and that after 21 years 
of this, he wants someone new. 


_ Alda’s character is stunned— in 
‘-part, because in all this time, his 
friend has never given him any 
indication he was so unhappy, and 
because he could end 21 years of 
marriage so easily and abruptly. 


BY SUMMER, Sandy Dennis is 
gone, replaced by a beautiful and 
youthful Bess Armstrong, with whom 
Cariou is completely infatuated. 

Alda, along with his wife in the 
picture, Carol Burnett, and the third 
~ couple, played by Jack Weston and 
Rita Moreno, find themselves in the 
awkward position of spending two 
long weeks in a ‘small boat with a 
‘couple newly-enamored of each other, 
and-who manage to keep the ‘‘older’’ 
couples awake all night, with their 
passionate and loud bedroom antics. 


In the glare of the summer sun, the 
little idiosyncrasies only hinted at 
within each of the characters in the 
spring, become more pronounced. 
Life is not always idyllic off the coast 
of St. Thomas and St. Croix, but they 
still find enjoyment in each other’s 
company. 


AS THE SEASONS progress, so 
do the conflicts among the members 
of the group—primarily over the 
older couples’ inability to accept with 
ease the realities of Len Cariou’s 
divorce and remarriage. 

Although Sandy Dennis is now 
pretty much out of the picture—and 
the group — following the divorce, she 


is still very much in the minds of her 
friends. 


‘they are 


The climax occurs when four 
members of the group are forced to 
decide whether to disassociate them- 


- selves from Cariou and his new wife, 


because of the awkwardness and pain 
of the feelings involved — or to main- 
tain their friendship with him, despite 
their difference. 

They decide their love for one 
another overshadows the faults they 
perceive in one another. In the end, 
supportive rather than 
divisive. 


WHETHER OR NOT you agree 


with their solution, you must admit 
this is a situation more and more 
people face these days. 

The acting in The Four Seasons is 


- good all around. No one character is 


outstanding — but they are not meant 
to be. They are fairly ordinary people 
trying. to work things out and, as 
such, are believable, and despite their 
faults, quite likable. 


Some-.of. the comments about 
married life seem to ring so true (at 
least, from my outside observations) 
that they are wonderful. For example, 
when Carol Burnett, upon learning 
about the intended divorce, exclaims, 
““Does he have to divorce her? Can’t 
they just fight it out?’’ 


WHILE THE WRITING isn’t 
deep, it is perceptive and often very 
funny—which is what we would 
expect from the side of Alan Alda that 
we see in Hawkeye Pierce.

which truth no longer is, and in his 
attacks upon the integrity of the 
magisterium and the exercise of same, 
Father Kung clearly crossed the point 
of no return. 

Letting Hans Kung write an intro- 
duction to a book on How the Pope 
Became Infallible is like letting the 
Hatfields do the same for a book 


- about the McCoys. Yet this is how we 
are introduced to the late Father 


Hasler’s controversial work (trans- 
lated from the German) on Pope Pius 
IX and the influence—very great 
indeed—he exerted on the bishops 
who made up the First Vatican 
Council. 


If the pope were alive today, he 
could no doubt sue and recover 
damages for character assassination. 
It is no accident that Time magazine 
waxed so enthusiastic a few years ago 
when the book first appeared in 
Europe; the book and the magazine 
deserve each other. 


IF YOU like your popes theologic- 
ally unenlightened, historically 
ignorant, rude, «crude, tyrannical, 
and epileptic, you'll love Father 
Hasler’s Pius IX. But for all his 
research and documentation, the 
author, like Hans Kung, choses to 
remain woefully ignorant about the 
true nature of the papacy and the 
charism of infallibility Christ gave to 
His Church. 


Both men are profoundly contra- 
dicted by the Second Vatican 
Council, which not only reaffirmed 
the teaching of the earlier council con- 
tained in Pastor Aeternus (although, it 
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‘did add the collegial dimension, 


which the bishops of Vatican I never 
got around to when the Franco- 
Prussian War broke out) but spoke of 
the obedience and assent owed by 
Catholics to the bishop of Rome even 
when he speaks in a non-infallible 
manner. 


PAPAL infallibility has become a 
hangup to far too many people today, 
despite an historical usage so 
infrequent as to make it the exception, 
and not the rule, of papal teaching 
authority. It is sufficient that Peter’s 
successors speak authentically. 


Pope John Paul II leaves no doubt 
about the authenticity of his 
pronouncements. Should he. ever 
chose to speak ex cathedra, his credi- 
bility will already have been long 
established.

Of Nazis and natives 


By Michael Gallagher 


NEW YORK (NC) — Raiders of the 
Lost Ark (Paramount), a collaborative 
effort of Steven Speilberg and George 
Lucas, the creators of Jaws and Star 
Wars respectively, attempts to reignite 
the kind of excitement that the old- 
time serials once generated. 


The story, credited to Lucas 
though Lawrence Kasdan did the 
script, is all about the efforts of 
Indiana (Indie) Jones (Harrison Ford) 
and his feisty girlfriend Marion 
¢Karen Allen) to rescue the Ark of the 
Convenant from the clutches of Nazi 


‘ villains. The year is 1936, Indie is 
- supposed 


to be -a_ professor of 
archaeology, but he is much more at 
home at knocking down, maiming, 
and otherwise inconveniencing Nazis 
and natives. And like all two-fisted 
American heroes, he gives no 
evidence of speaking or reading any 
language but American. 


TAKING IN STRIDE such things 
as a crypt of poisonous snakes, 
platoons of Levantine assassins, and 
Marion’s constant yapping (the 
movie is not exactly awash in 
romantic tenderness), Indie brings 
the Ark back to the good old U.S.A. 


The Ark itself helps out a good deal 
by destroying the principal villains 
and a supporting battalion or so of the 
Afrika Korps, which seem to have 
arrived in British Egypt a bit early for 
its big date with Field Marshal 
Montgomery. And it’s none of this 
merely-being-struck-dead _ business.

The infallibility of the bishop of 
Rome is a stumbling block to some 
and an irritant to others. Although a 
defined dogma of the Catholic faith, 
the sometimes-fuss over papal infal- 
libility both inside and outside of the 
Church seems out of proportion to 
doctrine means in the 
practical order of things. 


The. popes have made three, 
possibly four, clearly infallible 
pronouncements in the 1900 years 
since Christ conferred the keys on 
Peter, and only one of. these — Pius 
XII’s definition of the Assumption of 
Mary only 31 years ago—came after 
the dogma was proclaimed in 1870 by 
ithe First Vatican Council. 


EVEN THE MOST notorious 
opponent of the Roman primacy, 
Father Hans Kung; has no difficulty 
with the concept of infallibility, but 
only who exercises it. The Tubingen 
professor feels quite comfortable 


himself in speakimg for the entire 
Church. 


It was a protraéted series of con- 
:frontations whicki#finally led to 
Vatican action imDecember of 1979 
which stripped Father ‘Kung of his 
status as a Roman Catholic 
theologian and made him a cause celebre 
in fashionable circles. 


What red-blooded American kid 
would want'to see Nazis merely struck 
dead? No, no! Lucas and director 
Spielberg give us scorched and melted 
flesh, exposed skulls, eyeballs that 
pop and sizzle—and this despite a 
relatively mild PG rating. 


Unlike Superman II, Raiders of the 
Lost Ark has not a bit of innocent 
enthusiasm or. romantic vitality. It’s 
far too knowing, far too gimmicky, far 
“too smug and cynical about what it’s 
trying to pull off. Thus it very soon 
becomes tiresome and _ repetitious. 


' The big pitch, moreover, seems not to 


be to children but to adults willing to 
go to any lengths to recapture their 


_childhood. 


THE USE OF something as sacred 
to both Jews and Christians as the 
Ark of the Covenant in a context so 
frivolous’ is not only offensive but 
indicates the abysmal level of 
sensitivity of the filmmakers. Nor are 
they above falsifying Scripture, one 
character describing the biblical Ark 
as a kind of super weapon used by the 
Israelites to level mountains and 
annihilate enemies. 


Raiders of the Lost Ark is’ thus 
extremely mature fare, not at all 
suited to younger viewers because of 
its irreverence, its gruesome effects, 
and its graphic violence. The U.S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it 
A-III—morally unobjectionable for 
adults. The Motion Picture 
Association of America has rated it 
PG—parental guidance suggested. 


passion for truth’? 


But overlooked by even his 


staunchest defenders is that Father — 


Kung has not been ‘‘silenced,’’ as if 
that were even possible. Rome only 
made official what many had known 


for a decade or more, that the priest - 


had simply departed from Catholic 
faith and that there is not only a 
distinction’ between truth and 
personal opinion, but that the faithful 
have a right to know about it. 


ROBERT NOWELL champions 
Father Kung’s ‘‘passion for truth’’ in 
a sympathetic and well-documented 
manner, but ignores the fact that 
Kung made a career out of delib- 
erately antagonizing the powers that 
be and the more fundamental dictum 
that it is the magisterium, and not a 
college: professor, no matter how wide 
his following, which speaks for the 
Church. 


Passion for Truth is an exacting and 
absorbing legal defense of Father 
Kung. It traces his career from theo- 
logical student to his contributions at 
the Second Vatican Council to his ill- 
fated role as an outspoken critic of the 
Church during these post-conciliar 
years. 


Father Kung is a tragic example of 
what Albert Einstein would call the 
‘“‘egocentricity of the observer.’’ A 
hero to some, the ‘‘loyal opposition”’ 
to the author, is in reality a serious 
and radical ‘‘departure from. the 
integral truth of Catholic faith’’ to the 
Vatican’s doctrinal congregation. 


NOWELL’S' BOOK will 
unfortunately cloud an already murky 
situation. His defense of Hans Kung 
misses the point completely, and it is 
simply this: there are limits beyond
